More land in the Lake Okeceho- 
bee Region is destined to be planted 
in sugar cane as the result of ac- 
tion by the Florida State Cabinet 
recently in Tallahassee.

Clarke, who will be paying $5 an 
acre annually at the end of the first 
five-year period, predicted the land 
would be worth $25 per care by

Pesticide Residues 
Point Up Necessary 
Of Reading Labels 


Americans have become alarmed 
over recent discussions of pesticide 
residues, the amount of chémicals 
left on food crops or livestock fol- 
lowing harvest or slaughter. ~ 

It would be desirable, of course, 
to produce crops without using 
chemical pesticides. Unfortunately, 
kowever, insects and diseases are 
so prevalent that our food supply 
would not be nearly as abundant— 
in fact, probably would even he 
much below normal requirements 
— if no pesticides were used. Since 
they must be used, pesticides must 
be used with caution so they will 
protect crops and animals and not 
harm the people who eat the crops 
or the meats. 

Much has been said about toler- 
ances of residues allowed by la-y, 
but little has been said explaining 
that the legal tolernaces have been 
set up with an enormous safety 
factor. 

The fact that a particular crop 
exceeds the legal tolerances does 
not necessarily mean that eating 
the food will result in any harm. 
‘True, most pesticides are poison, 
but poisonous or not, they are 
necessary for our present rate =f 
production. 

Because they are poison, extreme 
care has been taken to insure that 
harmful amounts are not left on 
food plants and animals. While 
they admit the basic idea of protec» 
tion for.the consumer is good, 
too much emphasis has been placed 
on the fear of pesticide residues.

i Reduction Of Gas 
Tax Is Studied 


JACKSONVILLE — The sched- 
uled one-cent reduction in the fed- 
eral gasoline tax next June 30 will 
bring an increase of more than $225 
million a year in funds available for 
the nation’s interstate highway 
construction program, the Florida 
Petroleum Council noted today. 

“Highway construction will ben- 
efit, not suffer, with expiration of 
the temporary gasoline levy,” 
Chairman John F. White pointed 
out. 

“Congress has provided that 
when the federal tax drops back 
to thrée cents, some $802 million a 
yéar in automotive excise taxes 
that now go into the General Fund 
of'the U. S. Treasury will then be 
earmarked for roadbuilding. This 
is well over $225 million more than 
now comes from the temporary 
one-cent gasoline levy, according 
to House Report 1120 precented in 
the last session of Congress,” he 
noted. 

He pointed out that no new legi- 
slation is needed to effect this in- 
crease since the law passed by 
Congress and signed by the Presi- 
dent made provisions for the inter- 
state system’s financing after the 
expiration of the added gasoline 
tax. P 
Under terms of the legislation, 
White said, $690 million from the 
excise tax on new cars and $112 
million from taxes on automobile 
parts will go to the highway fund 
instead of the General Fund as of 
July 1. 

This money, he said, represents 
part of the $1.7 billion a year in 
automotive taxes which js current- 
ly diverted from highways.
